The habitat is 
so good for deer there that they 
have multiplied to the point where 
they now are literally eating them- 
selves out of a home. 

Wildlife managers at Roten- 
berger n. faced with one or two 
choices: Either allow a greater har- 
vest of deer by hunters, including 
does, or allow the deer to-die out 


“naturally through “disease and againat, the proposed charte 


Neithef"of the latter two alter 
natives are pretty ones, This year I 
know of one deer that was so weak 
it allowed itself to be caught by a 
couple of hunters'who took it to 
Clewiston and turned it over to 
biologists. 

The deer, I heard, was infested 
with internal parasites and was 
dying a slow, cruel death. During 
the recent archery and muz- 
zleloading season in that area, I 
found several dead deer who had 
apparently died of the same thing. 

If the excess deer in Rotenberger 
are not controlled by hunting, the 
die-off that will result will be 
beneficial to neither man nor 
animal. It’s sad, but the lone 
preditor left in this state to control 
big game populations are hunters. 

And where ‘are the other 
;preditors? The wolves? The pan- 
thers? The bears? There's just not 
enough room for them anymore. 
D le occupy the spaces they once 


But if none of these people hun- 
ted, the land that is still available 
for deer and bobcat and quail and 
mockingbirdà might not be allowed 
to remain in a wild or semi-wild 
state. There would be no need for 
wildlife habitat. And hunters are 
the primary contributors for this 
habitat protection. '

The obstacles set up by the state in going through with 
either of those procedures would make either task all but im- 
possible. j $ 

„Turning the county's constitutional officers into charter 
officers is a compromise between maintaining them as consti- 
tutional officers and turning them into-àdministrative posi- 
tions appointed by the commissioners. Like all too many 

"compromises, it offers the worst of both extremes and the 
best of neither. 

Which leaves us with the centralized purchasing and per- 
sonnel proposals, the only other two changes worth consid- 
ering. As in the constitutional/charter officer question, com-

Tworevisions are worthwhile 


and all nine will change the state constitution in one way or 
another. 

Here are our recommendations for what they're worth, but 
the best advice we can pass along is, if you're not sure about 
a constitutional amendment, vote against it.

PROPOSITION 3 requires single-member districts and es- 
tablishes a commission to prepare a reapportionment plan 
for legislative and congressional districts.

attempted to explain backpumping. 

Johnston said it might be a good 
idea for growers to host a meeting 
with members of the press and the 
Florida Wildlife Federation and 
attempt to get across to them the 
need for backpumping.

This 
vaccine should offer substantial 
protection against three strains of 
influenza virus that were prevalent.

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-* Johnston tells Rotary 
no new tax hikes 


BELLE GLADE-Although . the 
state can use it, there will be no 
tax increase during the 1979 term 
of the legislature, Senator Harry 
Johnston tóld the Belle Glade 
Rotary Club Tuesday. 


"I've never seen so many fiscal 
conservatives as I've seen in this 
campaign," he said. 

Johnston went on to say the 
state is run on a sound fiscal basis 
and is one of only four states in the 


country without a personal income 
tax. 

He noted the Constitution at 
| present prohibits the tax and that 
"Florida also does not assess taxes 
for gifts or inheritance. The 
constitution also does not allow 
deficit spending so the legislature 
must balance the budget each 
year. 

Johnston acknowledged that 
there is waste in the state 
government. "In ány organization 
with a $6 billion budget, you'll find 
waste,” he said. 

But though he predicts no new 
taxesor tax increases, he said 
people need to "belly up" to the 
increasing costs of government 
and if they continue to demand the 
services government provides, 
they will have to bear the cost. 

Among the vital services that 
will be costing more are the prison 
system, compensatory education, 
mental health programs, roads, 
and state employee salaries.

Johnston said the state’s second- 
ary road system is ten years 
behind the times and that state 
employees are not being paid on 
the same level as people in private 
industry. 


“We are a law and order state,” 
he noted, “but Florida is under 
court order to construct prisons to 
house the inmate population.” 
Florida now has more prisoner: 
per capita (Fan any state in the 
union. 


He said it costs more to house an 
inmate for a year than to send him 
to the Harvard Law School, but 
this is an immediate need in the 
state. 


“This is what faces us each year 
when we arrive. in Tallahassee,” 
said Johnston. “The pressure i$ on 
us to increase taxes, not to hold the 
line. 


The most effective lobbiests in 
Tallahassee, he noted, are the 
state employees, who demand 
more money each year. 


"Most ot my constituants are 
fiscally conservative," said John- 
ston. "They all say don't raise my 
taxes but..." Johnston noted the . 
always waits for the "but" and that 
everybody wants more money for 
some program or other. 


“I could scratch each of you and 
find something you want govern- 
ment to do for you," said Johnston. 

Farmers want more pest control, 
doctors more health programs, 
senior citizens more low income 
housing, in short, everybody wants 
something but nobody wants in- 
creased taxes. 


Proposition 13 will not work in 
Florida, said Jóhnston, because it 
is not the state who assesses 
property taxes. These taxes are 
levied by drainage districts, 
schools, cities and counties. 
Florida also has a millage cap and 
substantial exemption programs 
for homeowners and the. elderly. 

“But what Proposition 13 has 
done,” he said, “is twofold.” It has 
made state employees 
and required them to be more 
responsive to the people they 
serve and it has shown people that 
they do indeed have something to’ 
say about the destiny of their 
government. 

As for a tax cut, Johnston told 
the Rotarians that if they wanted 
one, they should.have the “moral 
courage to tell us what services 
you want cut.” 

In response to questions, John- 
ston went over the list of proposed 
constitutional revisions, saying 
how he personaly would probably 
vote on each. 

He said his stand for Revision 2, 
or the “Little ERA” is not a 
popular one, but said it was his 
stand anyway and went on to 
explain that he believes discrimin- 
ation in the workplace because of 
sex exists and: that the revision 
would go a long way toward its 
elimination. 

Johnston said he did not feel 
that by adding the word “sex” into 
the declaration of rights that 
homosexuals would be allowed to 
marry because the marriage con- 
tract clearly states the contract to 
be valid only between a “man and a 
woman” and that it has been tested 

n court and proven valid. 

Johnston is the incumbent candi- 
date for State Senate, 26th Dis- 
trict.

A 50-day closed season on 
Lake Oke2chobee commercial har- 
vest of all game fish has begun in 
order to build up the great basin's 
black crappie population for the 
winter sportfishing season. 

"We have become very concern- 
ed over the missing 1976 year class 
of black crappie and its potential 
effect on the lake's speckled perch 
fishing," said Colonel Robert M. 
Brantly, executive director of the 
Game and Fresh Water Fish 
Commission. 

Conditions in Lake Okeechobee 
during the first four months of 
1976, which is normally the black 
‘crappie spawning season, brought 
on the failure of the 1976 year 
class. "This class would have 
represented a substantial -portion 
of the sportfishing harvest during 
1978-79," Brantly said. 

In-an attempt to counteract the 
projected decrease in 1978-79 
sportfishing because of the missing 
1976 class, the Commission has 
approved some modifications in 
the two-year-old Lake Okeechobee 
Fisheries Utilization and Manage- 
ment Program (OFUMP) including 
the October 16 to December 5 
closed season.
